The dr.vameter 
test in grain was thrown aside, the com- 
tnitte-e l>eing unable to get anything like 
correct Tigures, owing to the alternate 
shi. wers and sunshine rendering the reck- 
oning- unreliable. Late in the evening 
the combined machines entered, with the 
dri-*rp’r.g attachments, to the uum^x-r of 
seven, and were put to trial in mowing. 
A*, acre was allotted to each, and the con- 
1; St wa- witnes.st'd with marked interest 
’..y a large crowd of spectator.-. I'pon the 
whole tlid work was excellent and highly 
admired Some of the machines choked 
i-adly, tlx grass w« t and the ground 
r-cngl. and intersi>ersed with ridges of wet 
earth. 

To-dav the mowing wlH-bttresosned. First 
in testing the combined self-rakers, and 
finally a- single mowers, when it is confi- 
dent !r expected a decision will lx; given. 
The contest retiects the highest credit on 
all engaged in it, particularly to our agri- 
cultural dealers in the city who originated 
the enterprise, and went into the trial with 
the machines they represented. Messrs. 
Pitian, W iard d: Co., arc particularly de- 
serving of mention, and have throughout 
shown a liWrality and enterprise truly 
commeudaide. Mr. Kansliaw, of Wilder 
A Kanshaw, Cincinnati, Ohio, one of the 
pioneers in introducing field machinery, 
and the fast friend of the Buckeye, has 
fully sustainc-d his reputation as an effi- 
cient operator. Mr. J. B. Zeibe, of Brown, 
Seiberlin k Co., Massillon, Ohio, has also 
added interest to the trial, and has through- 
out deported himself as a gentleman. We 
ekpect to give a more extended report as 
soon as we get the awards.

A H*»t Dc|»lorabl« Occurrence. 

One of the most .sad and heart-rending 
events it has ever been our sad dut3' to 
chronicle, tran.-pired at about 1‘2 o’clock 
last night, on Floyd street. The victim 
was John O Connell, an otlicerof the Met- 
ropolitan force, who wus mistaken for a 
thief, and shot and killed b3" ^Policeman 
•lames Hendricks. These men were more 
like brothers in their social intercourse 
with each other than mere friends 
usuall.v are. Hendrick.-’ friendship 
and c.-teem for O'Connell was so 
great that he would no doubt rather 
have injured himself than his friend O’Con- 
nell. The latter bad been on the police 
force for a long time. Hendricks had 
been in the police service but a few month.s. 
Both were universally beloved and esteem- 
ed 'u.v all who knew them for their gentle- 
manh' bearing and uprightness toward all 
they met, whether in or outside the police 
force. 

THK TKnUlIILE MtST.\KK. 

The sad and fatal mistake, as ncarl3' 
correct as we have l>ecn able to learn, by 
interview with Mr. Hendricks and other- 
wi.se, was made in this wise: Otlicer Hen- 
drick- was on duty at the time, 
and was standing on the corner of 
Floyd and Lafa.vette streets, in coinpan\‘ 
with Lieutenant Priest and his partner, 
Oliicer Cochrau, and al.so another man, 
when he olj-erved five or six men running 
down Lafa3ette street. crA'ing loudl3‘ 
‘Stop, thief! Some di-tance ahead of 
them a man wa- running, as if tr3lng to 
e.-cape. Hendricks started in pur-uit of 
the man in front. As soon as he got 
within hailing distance, he called as loud 
as he could to the man to halt. He re- 
peated the demand at almo.st ever\- jump 
he took. Prett3' soon the man fired ofl’ a 
pistol. This was ver3' naturall3' considered 
as good evidence that the man was a 
thief, and did nyt intend to he taken alive. 
< Ifticer Hendricks thinking the inun was 
firing at him, then fired three or four shots 
at the man. Hendricks caught up with 
the man, and as he did so the 
man fell ‘oack into his (Hendricks’) 
arms, and exclaimed: “Jim, 3-011 have 
killed me! ” Mr. Hendricks knew, in an 
instant, that he hud killcil one of his most 
esti-emed and truest friends — John 

0 Connell. O Connell still held his pi.stol 
in his hand when Hendricks received him 
in his arms, and until he (O’Connell) 
-poke. Hendricks thought be was going to 
fire again. The persons who were pursu- 
ing O Connell turned out to 1>e some 
friend.-, who had Ix-en with him for some- 
time during the evening, and were all hav- 
ing a little fun together. The pursuit was 
made b.v them in purest spurt, not dream- 
ing (*f the -ad result that was so soon to 
follow their innocent joke. No one con- 
nected witii the melanehol3' affair cun 
really be censured, as thc3* were 
all good friends to each other and mount 
no harm. Rut this is another terrible 
warning of the danger of joking in such a 
inunuer. As terrible as the mi.-er3' and 
sadness Mr. O Connell s friends (and 
he hud hosts of them) ma3' feel, the grief 
that fills their hearts can scarceh' he 
greater than that which has fallen ui>on 
Hendricks. The first words he uttered 
wlien he saw* what he had done, were: 
“Poor John O’Connell,’’ and his great, 
manly heart was bowed down in sorrow, 
like t'nat of a child. 

We give below the evidence entire be- 
fore the Coroner's jur3', which will afford a 
better idea of how the innocent hut fatal 
affair occurred, than we could give: 

TKSiniO.VT OF UECI. PR1»:ST. 

Lieut. Klcliird Priest sworn — About twenty 
mlcuu-s tWore the shooting I weut to the ror- 
uer of Lafayette and Floyd street.-; Mr. U'Cod- 
nell was there: Mr. Hendricks and Corcoran 
were there; Mr. Thomas Foreman and they 
crossed the street; we all met at That corner: In a 
few minutes somebody called “Stop, thief, ’and 
a man tan down Lafayette street; some one said 
It was fun; Dearln/ said it was not fun; the po- 
lice started to run; live or six -hots were tired at 
or near the corner of Floyd and Green; I came 
up and some one saM “Mike, run across to John 
O’fonnell;’* I went over there; four policemen— 
Mr. Metz, Mr. Foreman, Mr Con'oran 
.Mr. faring, and Uendrlclu were there when 

1 arnved. Mr. Hendrloks oauTht nim. OTon- 
neHsbot at him; then he (Hendrick-) shot him. 
Saw me lUshes. All wore fiom the middle of 
thti street. Thought the I ashes were too fur off 
to from one plstoL I cried out, “John 
OVaoa<-ll is shot.” A minute alter that I said 
he was killed. Mr. James Hendricks said he had 
shot, and said, “LordI merev! it (s John O’Con- 
nelll” Just aslgoton the pavement. I did not 
know of any l«1 feeling between them. They 
were perfectly friendly, 1 think, Mr, Hen- 
dilcks was on. duty. We were standing 
at the corner of Floyd and Lafayette, when be was 
ruaulag down Floyd. Mr. U. was t-n or fifteen 
steps iron the body when b« made th^ remark. 
Did cot hear O'Connell bep not to shoot. Think 
I was %-i th-re. He appeared to be d<*ad. Don’t 
know whether snybedy else thot. Metz erted, 
“catch the thief’ In fun. O’Conneil 'hen turned 
Lafayette Into Flotd, and tan toward tireen. I 
bearu a shot tired anc ^aw a man cfos-lng the 
street alter him. I kept on till I pet near to 
Green, crossed the street and saw a man fall. 
Found it was Mr. O’L'ounell. 

ui_-Tnfo.\T OF orriCER foukxak. 

Tho-. E. Foreman sworn— The shooting took 
plai-e on Floyd sireet, be.ween GVeea and Lafa- 
yette, near If; m’pht lave been later. Mr. 
Metz and U’Conuell went up town ibis evening 
to Floyd ana Lafavette. O'Connell was with 
some ladles. I asked him to go up. He said be 
would go soon, and stated out and went to Mrs. 
Watts’. He said he would come out In fire 
minute-. Mr. Metz and I went to Lafkyotte, and 
walled Ofteen minutes and then returned to Mrs. 
W bits’, opened the door, and went Into the back 
room of the house. We told O’Oonnell to go and 
pulled him along. We got on the street, and be 
said laaphlnply that he would not go. Me started 
to run down .Lafhyette. We rsn after him. 
When the shots were fired, I was on the opposite 
side of the street. 

TWTiMoxr or offices metz. 

Michael A. Ueu sworn— 1 was In the nelgbbor- 
bood when O'Oonnell was shot; heard the report, 
tut was not close enough to see where the flash 
came from. Mr. Foreman, O’Connell and myself 
hare been Mends space being on the police. We 
started up town, put fhlled to get a car at Floyd 
and LafayeU*. O’Connell got away from us by 
bts own request. Myself and Mr. Fore- 
man were talking about going back 
to see where O’Connell was. We 

found Mr. O’Oonnell at Mra. Watts’: Rsfeted on 
his coming out. Alter we came out Mr. O'Con- 
nell broke and ran from me, down Lafhreite, on 
the north side. 1 erted, stop. He did net saon. 
and I cried, “stop thief,” tn a jovial manoerf^ 
111 feeling, no hard worAt, had passed; never 
bad a hard word with him at all; next I 
beard the firing, and saw partlea running- 
one or two— maybe three; could not 

tell who fired no more than Hendricks 



told me when 1 got to Floyd and Green. He said 
“It Is poor John O’Connell,” and then said to Mr. 
Forman, ‘'Let’s go after thecoroner.” Told Mr. 
Sanford Dealing to .-Uy ill we r>-turned. Mr. 
Hendtlcks ami Forman weie there and three or 
four oih»rs were there when I got there. O’Con- 
nell had been drinking. I heard four shots. I 
hurried up when I beard shota— thought U wa- 
doae to scare. When I saw people gathering I 
knew It was serious. I did not see Hendricks oc- 
fore It. Knew of no 111 feeling baiween Hen- 
drick- and O’Connell. Havu been with O’Ckin- 
nell of.en: he never mentioned any 111-faeltng 
towards Hendricks. Furman, Hendneks and 
tbreeorfour others were there. He said noth- 
ing more than “poor John O’Connell.” 

TWTmOMT OF OFFICER DKARIXO. 

Sandford Dealing sworn— Was on Lafavette 
Street about IJ o’clui k, near Preston; met Metz 
and Foreman .there: walking down to Floyd, I 
found Mr. Priest John Corcoran, and Hendricks 
were standing there; In a few minutes I looked 
around and saw Mr. Foreman and Metz running 
and calling out “catch ihl-i.” “I say, boys. It is 
no fun!” I took sfler them; Mr. Hendricks broke 
ont Into the street and got ahead of me; 
on Moyd, between Lafayette and Green, 
H. ran to catch the thief; I thought 
It was a thief, sure enough. Firing commenced 
when I got to the alley. One shot was fired and 
then the others commenced; think there were 
four shots. I was In earnest to catch him. 
When I ran up to blai. I found Hendricks there. 
He satd, “Ob, I have shot John O’Connell ! What 
anall 1 do?” says 1; “is It John O’Connell?” 
Days he: “Yes.” hays I: “It Is his own fault; he 
ought not to have done It.” Don't tnlnk 
they were over eight or ten feet apart when the 
firtog commenced. It was too dark to tell the 
dress. I think Forman was with Hendricks there 
before me. They were Mends; never knew of any 
quarrel tx-iween them. I found John O’Connel’s 
pistol lying at bts feet empty. I hnard say it had 
been lately . tired. Could not tell whether 
there was any cross-firing. A cap was 
on It. One fell off. It was split. 

Dealing recalled to examine pistol— Think 
this is O’Connell’s pistol; be had one like it. 

TXSTIMOBT or OmCKS CORCORAN. 

John C.orcoran sworn- Between 11 and 12 
o’clock, Lieut. Priest. Hendricks, and myself, and 
Mr. I’urvls, and Dealing and Lockry were stand- 
ing on the corner of Floyd and Lafayette; saw a 
man running down Lafayette to Floyd, two after 
him; be turne<l the corner of Floyd; some one 
called “Catch the thief;” Lieut. Prlesl observed 
“That’s tooling;” lh»y ran to the alley on Floyd 
before I started. Wbvn 1 got to the corner of 
Floyd and Green, I beard Hendrick’s say. “oh, 
my God! I have shot John O’Connell— I 
would not have done It for this world!” He took 
hold of him and laid him down. Mr. Hendricks 
was with me. They came down on the north 
-Ine of Lafayette. They turned the corner. I 
Uilnk Hendricks ran over on the west side of 
Hoyd. He Jumped and ran. I could not tell 
how far apart thev were whi*n the shooting com- 
menced. 1 was bewildered smartly. It came 
up suddenly. Mr. Foreman was p.esent. I 
am not certain Metz was there. He 

made the declaration to those present. 

TESTIMONY OF MADAM WATTS. 

Mrs. Mary L. tVatts sworn: Live on Lafayette, 
between Floyd and Preston. Mr. O’Connell came 
Into my house to-ulghi and took a young lady to 
the saloon. Mr. Metz and Mr. Foreman came tn 
and asked fer them. 1 told them they had gone 
out to the saloon. They went to the saloon of 
Mr. Curvis. Presently they all came back to the 
gate with the young lady. Thev wanted O’Con- 
u«ll to go with them. He refused. He 
came In and went back to a room of one of the 
young ladles. A black boy was sent from Mr. 
Beck’s twice after him. He said a M'>nd wanted 
him. Forman and Meta came again and pulled 
him out of the side of the house, and lei go of 
him at the gate, and O'couneil went down to 
Floyd street. Metz said not to let him go again. 
They went down. I beard them cry “thtef;” 
that Is all. I did not see them run. Eliza Morton 
was the young lady. Forman and Metz were In 
liquor, but not unfilendly. They seemed deter- 
mined to make him go, and only got him out by 
force. I .-aid It would terminate serlOuSly. Did 
not notice any anger or hard feeling; all seemed 
to be In lun. O’Connell wa.- not very drunk. 
Don’t know that he bad liquor. 

TESTIMONY OF JNO. D. HINKLE. 

. John D. Hinkle sworn: Reside on Green street, 
betwoen Floyd and Pre-ton. Was at the corner 
of Preston and Lafayette streets at ten minutes 
of twelve o’clock. I noticed the clock. Metz, 
Rankin. and Forman got a drink. 

Mr. Rankin left them. They went down street. 
About five minutes e'ter I went to Floyd street, 
and passed middle n»y of the square. Saw Fore- 
man, Metz, and O’Cor lell talking together. Got 
to th« corner, and saw Priest, Corcoran, Hen- 
dricks, Dearlng, and Lougre talking. Just I as 
got to the corner of FloyeO and Lafay- 
ette 1 heard some one running on the 
opposite side; saw a man turn the coiner: heard 
the cry of “ihlef;” some one said “It was only 
fun;” itey broke and ran down; I passed them; 
I beard a pistol first, and then two or three sec- 
onds aflerwaid the man run towards Green. 
There were four shots flre<l after- five altogeth- 
er—! ran to the (Htmcr; Just as I got iheit* Fore- 
man said, “.MUe, you have killed O'Counell.” 
Hendricks said, “For God’s sake, I have 
not killed O’Connell. What shall I do? I saw a 
pistol in the walk a- I stooped down. He was 
gasping and was not quite dead. Could not tell 
the uiun, who bud a uniform. I was InitmuUdy 
acquainted wtlb him; could not tell it was him. 

TESTIMONY OF CUABLES CVRVIS. 

Chas. Cunls sworn- 1 have a saloon on the 
soutbean corner of Floyd and Lafayette. About 
12 o’clock I was standing with Cot coran, Hen- 
dricks. Mr. Loughre and Priest. Heard some 
racing on the opposite side 01 the street. Heard 
a cry of “8iop thiel!” three or four times. 
Prlesl said it was lun and did 
not amount to anytr 'ng. Dearlng said 
there was no fun In that or be would not run In 
that manner. A few seconds previous to that, 
Hendricks had slartt*d* the i»arty got half way 
belweeh Lafayette and Grem, west side, when 
the flr.'t shot was fired; two or three seconds af- 
terward I beard two shots from the opposite 
side; Immediately after that there were 

two more firtnl; this was on the west side; 
ran down and beard Hendricks remark. 
Says he, “My God, I have shot John OVounell,’’ 
aSd asked Priest what he should do. He was In 
great distress. That was the last 1 saw of him. 

TESTIMONY OF OFFICER LOl'OURE. 

Michael Loughre sworn— About 12 o’cloc'z myself, 
Dearing, Preist, Corcoran, and Hendricks were 
standing at the corner of Fiord and Lafayette; 
had beeu then.- hut a few minute--; saw three men 
on the opposite ride running down; thev cried 
ktop thief; ran to Floyd ar.d Lafayette; turned 
Floyd to Green, still was after the thief; some- 
body says it was fun; one said It was not; when 
we b"Oke two or three was ahead of me; four or 
five shots wme Un-d; when I got to the c-orner of 
Floyd and Green Mr. Hendricks and Mr. Foreman 
ana O'Connell rtsndlng at the corner; think 
Foreman said: “He |- shot.” Hendricks said: 
*My God, he is shot! I would give all the world 
if he were Just lylngdowo.” w him leaning 
against the corner. Could not tell who It was 
when he was running; it w..s too dark. Don’t 
know of any ill-feeling between O’Connell, Metz, 
Foreman, and Hendricks. 

TESTIMONY OF DR. LYTTON. 

Dr. J. F. Lytton sworn— Examined the wound 
on Mr. u'CouneU; found a gunshot or pistol 
wonnd passing In from the back and out a little 
below center of the breast, between the second 
and third ribs; 1 p.esume It cut the aorta, a large 
artery, which caused almost In-unt death; found 
no other wounds. 

VERDICT OF THE JI RY. 

After heating the testimony, the Jury retired, 
and subsequently rendered the following ver- 
dict: 

“I'hat the said John O’Connell came to his 
death about 12 o’clock p. x., on the 1st day of 
July, 1869, from a pistol or gunshot wound, 
entering the hack, passing upward, and 

through the breast, canslng Instant tieaib, said 
shot having been fired by the hand of James 
Hendricks, whilst under the belief that he was 
punulng a thief.

STATEMXNT OF OFFICER HENDRICKS. 

I was Standing ob the comer of Floyd and La- 
layetie streets— «outh sMe of Lafeyctu— with 
Lieut -nant Priest and my partner, Mr. Cochrun, 
and Charlie Curvis, the saloon keeper, 

when we observed live or six men running down 
LAfayetle street, on the north side, crying stop 
thief. About a hundred yards ahi-ad of them a 
man was running as if trying to escape. The 
man turned the corner of Floyd street and ran 
toward Green, and I then started In pursuit of 
him. He took the middle of the street, aad I 
followed, cjlUng upon him to stop. I might 
have called twenty t'mes in this way. 

When he got within about twenty yards 
of Green street he tired off a 

pistol, and then 1 fired three or four shots. I

He ComeM Home from the MTar— X^'liKt 

He Maw and what He Did. 

From the N. Y. Express, Tuesdaj'. 

Among the prisoners arraigned at Jef- 
torson ^Iarket this morning, was Charles 
Boaker, an unsopiii.sticated Teuton, resid- 
ing at No. 417 Sixth avenue, arrested b 3 ' 
Detective Crowlev, upon complaint of Jo- 
seph Castro, of No. l,213i Broadwa.v, 
charged with committing an outrage upon 
his daughter, seven years old. While the 
prisoner and complainant were in front of 
the mag«*sterial desk, a brunette, with fea- 
tures that clearly inilicated that she was 
of Italian descent, presented herself, and 
stated she wa.s the wife of both parties; 
and, when interrogated a.s to the facts of 
such an unusual occurrence, Castro, hu.s- 
band No. 1 , in broken Knglish, stated that 
about two 3 'cars prior to the “late unpleas- 
antness," he had married the woman and 
lived happily with her. A dauglit.'r, the 
one alleged to have been outraged, was 
born to them. At the breaking out of the 
war, he formed a sudden attachment for 
his adopted country, enlisted in a New 
York regiment, shouldered hi.s uuiskot, 
and. in a short time, was marching “on to 
Richmond." 

No tidings of the bold soldier ever 
ri'aclied the ears of his wife, although she 
waited l«ng and patiently until she begun 
to think his liones were bleaching on some 
Southern battle Gold. One day her brother- 
in-law came to her and informed her that 
Joseph^ wa.*; dead, he having received in- 
formation from a companion who had 
been in the same regiment. Placing the 
little girl, who was then three years of age, 
in a half orphan-asylum, the woman l>e- 
came a pretty waiter girl in the “Evening 
Star" Concert Saloon, on Broadwa}', 
where she met Boaker, who liecoming 
enamored of her, sought her hand in mar- 
riage. She accepted his offer, believing 
her Grst husbamf dead, and the two were 
made one. Kver 3 'thing went inerr 3 * & 
marriage bell for some time, until the too 
conGnding Boaker began to surmise she 
was not what a good and faithful partner 
should be. The.v continued to live togeth- 
er, however, though verx- unliapp 3 *. 

A .short time since, Castro returni;^! to 
this cit 3 ', and making inquiries, found his 
daughter in the Half-Orphan As 3 lura in 
13th St., and ascertained from her the 
whereabouts of the mother. Repairing to 
the apartments of Boaker, he wa.s brought 
face to face with his wife, who had sup- 
posed him dead. After recovering from 
the shock occa.«Ioned 1 » 3 * liis sudden ap- 
pearance, she informed him she was again 
married and living with her hiusliand. The 
old love naturally returned, and she re- 
solved to leave Boaker. Castro states that 
his little daughter informed him that she 
hud been outraged i»y husband No. 2 , 
which was not known to tiie mother, as 
she stated he Iiad threatened her life if she 
e.vjiose'l him. 

On .Monday afternoon Castro and his 
wife were on Si.\tli avenue, when she spil'd 
Boaker, and pulling a revolver from her 
po<ket, threateneil to shoot, but was pre- 
vented bv' bii.sliand No. 1 , who seized him 
by the collar and conveyed him to the 
Twenty-ninth preennet stationhoiise, from 
which place he was taken to the court, 
wl»ere the justice refused to entertain an 3 ' 
complaint unless a certificate was pre- 
sented from some phv'siciun that the girl 
had iK'en outraged. The parties all re- 
turned to the .stationhouse, whore the girl 
will undergo a medical examination 1 ) 3 ' a 
IKilice surgeou. 

lK»mb«ir«l Street. 

Lombard street Is .so called after the 
Longobards and other foreign uierehants 
who had counting hou.si-.s there. \Te read 
that in the year 131G Falwurd II. granted 
t«* Roliert Turke a messuage in Lombard 
!*tre<*t for the use of the mi*n;hants of 
Florence. Tb**se distinguished traders 
held their m(*etings in that hou.se, and 
from that time until the 22 d December. 
156t<, when the new Royal Exchange, built 
by Kir Thomas Gn'sham, was opened. 
They then adopted the custon of assem- 
bling in the Exchange with the other cit 3 ' 
and foreign merchants, [..ombard street, 
however, continued devoted entirely to 
mercantile and banking purposc.s, and to 
this da}' it i.s the emporium of London 
bankers. Here is the “clearing room," 
where, every da 3 *. luilHons of pounds arc 
wq>ed off the de'otor and creditor accounts 
between the different banking Uoui-es, 1 ) 3 ' 
a ver\ simple process; viz: c.xchange 
checks. 

Monetar 3 ' transactions to a fabulous ' 
amount daily take place in l.iomburd 
street, and as it is a short, narrow and 
crooked street, generally' thronged, and 
every other house a liank, it is a favorite 
resort of pickpickets. The class of thieves 
that frequent this street is one of a high 
order; these gentlemen are always well 
dressed and polite to strangers, e.specially 
to ladies looking out for any particular 
bank. But their op'rutious are thwarted 
by the police and by a body of men wear- 
ing badges and white aprons, who are os- 
tensibly ticket porters, but in reality pri- 
vate watchmen employed by the banks. 
If one of these men detects a suspicious 
lookiii" character entering the bank he 
will follow him in and stand beside him all 
Jhe time. This occasions no disturbance, 
for it is easy to perceive when a per.son re- 
ally has bu.siness with the bank and when 
he has not, and the experimenter usually 
takes the hint. 

Lombard street was not unknown to the 
revellers at the Boar s Head. Mrs. Quick- 
ley informs the sheriff's officers that “Fal- 
staff comes incontinently to Pie Corner to 
buy a saddle; and he’s invited to dinner to 
the Lubbar's Head in Lunibert street to 
master Smoth's, the milkman.” Nor Ls it 
unknown to fame of a different de.«cription. 
It is the birthplace of the poet, Pope, who 
there first saw light in His father 

was a linen draper in this street at the 
time. The benevolent bookseller, Guy. 
the founder of the hospital which iiears 
hi.-; name, and which is one of the !)est in- 
stitutions of the kind in London, also car- 
ried on l>U8lne84 in this street; and up a 
little court is the old Quaker meeting 
house, where Peiiii and Fox frequently 
preached. This is a great neighborhood 
for churches. We are afraid to say how 
many there are within a nidins of a quar- 
ter of a mile" but iii Lombard street alone, 
which isa!>ottt two blocks in Tt>ngth, there 
ar<‘ three, . via: St. Mai'y Wooliioth.
